Just us nuclear electric power is beginning 
to become competitive with other forms of 
energy, dangerous tendencies toward monop 1 
oly are developing in the production of atomic 
power plants. In the past three years 12 nuclear 
generating plannr-have* been ordered, all from, 
only two companies. Westinghouse and Gen- 
■er.il Electric. Three companies have already 
dropped out of the competition; only three cur- 
rent competitors to the Big Two remain, and 
one. .of- those is rumored— plinning -to geL out. 

This is the situation the AEC has been trying 
for six years to prevent. Monopoly of plant and 
fuel production could hike the cost of plants 
and- reduce the incentive for progress, for all 
of : which the consumer would pay.
